Here's a really cool suggestion from our 
EAARS President Dave - N7AM. 


Many of us older Hams are familiar with the Amateur Radio Newsline podcasts. But 
many of our newer Hams, might not be familiar with this great service that has been 
around for years. The Amateur Radio Newsline is released every Friday and is 
actually transmitted on many club repeaters. The podcast can be heard through any 
PODCAST subscription service OR can be heard as an MP3 file via the web link listed 
below. 


Every Friday, there are new topics to be heard. It's a great way to relax and listen to 
during a nice evening at home OR while you are relaxing before falling asleep. 


Here are some Q & A quotes from their website... 
Q: What is the Amateur Radio Newsline? 


‘A: Amateur Radio Newsline™ is a free service to the amateur radio community. We 
produce a weekly audio news bulletin called a “QST” or “bulletin of interest to radio 
amateurs” that is delivered by a downloadable MP3 audio file from our website or 
through a podcast subscription. 


Q: Tell me about your newscast. 


A: Amateur Radio Newsline™ produces a weekly newscast of interest to radio 
amateurs worldwide. The bulletins conform to all sections and codes as outlined 
under the United States FCC Part 97 Amateur Radio Service rules regarding the legal 
means of amateur radio operators issuing “QST's” or “Bulletins of Interest to All 
Amateurs.” We differ only in format and follow a more traditional radio “spot news” 
format. Whenever possible, we attempt to bring you the voices of those in the news.

FCC Application Fees Unlikely 
To Go Into Effect Until 2022

The schedule of FCC amateur radio application fees likely will not go into effect before 
2022. FCC staff confirmed during a recent virtual meeting with Volunteer Examiner 
Coordinators (VECs) that the agency is still working on the necessary changes to the 
Universal Licensing System (ULS) software and other processes and procedures that must 
be in place before it starts collecting fees from amateur applicants. Earlier this year, the 
FCC said it would not start collecting fees from amateur applicants before this summer. 
‘The new estimate is that the fees won't go into effect until early next year. 


Once it’s effective, the $35 application fee will apply to new, modification (upgrade and 
sequential call sign change), renewal, and vanity call sign applications. All fees will be per 
application. Administrative update applications, such as those to change a licensee's 
name, mailing, or email address, will be exempt from fees. ARRL VEC manager Maria 
egael ABIFM, said Volunteer Examiner (VE) teams will not face the burden of collecting 
the $35 fee. 


“Once the FCC application fee takes effect, new and upgrade applicants will pay the exam 
session fee to the VE team as usual, but they'll pay the $35 application fee directly to the 
FCC using the FCC Pay Fees system,” she explained. When the FCC receives the 
examination information from the VEC, it will email a link with payment instructions to 
each successful candidate who then will have 10 days from the date of the email to pay. 


After the fee is paid and the FCC has processed an application, examinees will receive a 
second email from the FCC with a link to their official license. The link will be good for 30 
days. Licensees also will be able to view, download, and print official license copies by 
logging into their FCC ULS account. The FCC no longer provides printed licenses, 
Licensees can log into the ULS with their 10-digit FRN (FCC Registration Number) and 
password at any time to view and manage their license and application, print their license, 
and update anything in their FCC license record, including adding an email address.

ARRL Now Provides Free RF Exposure Calculator

‘The FCC has adopted guidelines and procedures for evaluating 

environmental effects of RF emissions. Under the new FCC 

rules, some amateurs need to perform routine station evalu- 

ations to ensure that their stations comply with the RF expo- 

sure rules. This can be as simple as running an online calcu- 

lator to determine the minimum safe distance between any part of your antenna and 
areas where people might be exposed to RF energy from your station. Although amateurs 
can make measurements of their stations, evaluations can also be done by calculation, 


‘The FCC guidelines already incorporate two tiers of exposure limits based on whether 
exposure occurs in an occupational or “controlled” situation, or whether the general 
population is exposed or exposure is in an “uncontrolled” situation. 


To make this easy for amateurs, ARRL now provides an RF exposure calculator on its RF 
Exposure page. To use the calculator, enter your transmit peak-envelope power (PEP) 
and operating mode, and answer the questions about the maximum amount of time you 
might be transmitting. The calculator will give you the minimum distance people must be 
from your antenna and human exposure. 


You can print the results and keep them in your station records. There is no requirement 
to send your results to the FCC.

Pepper Steak with Onions 


Ingredients Prep Time: 15 min 
1 lbs chuck steak cut into medium slices Cook Time: 45 min 
1 large onion cut into medium strips Total Time: 60 min 


Servings: 3 


\4 green bell pepper cut into medium strips 
Y% red bell pepper cut into medium strips 

1 leveled teaspoon black pepper 

Salt to taste 

2 cup Boiling water 

3 tablespoon oil 

FOR THE SAUCE 

3 tablespoon soy sauce I used low sodium 

1 tablespoon cornstarch 

1 tablespoon sugar 

% cup warm water 

‘4 teaspoon onion powder 

¥ teaspoon garlic powder 

¥ teaspoon ginger powder you can use fresh 


Instructions 
1. In a pan, add three tablespoon oil and fry the chuck in two batches until 
brown on both sides. Remove and keep aside. Don't crowd the pan when 
browning. 

2. In the same oil fry the onion until translucent. Remove and keep aside. 

3. In the same pan, fry the bell peppers for few seconds and keep aside. 

4. Add the fried chuck back to the pan, Season the chuck with salt and black 
pepper. Add two cups boiling water and let it cook on medium heat for 45 
minutes or until the meat is tender. Add water if the meat is still tough and 
continue cooking. 

5. When the meat is cooked add the onion and bell pepper. 

6. Mix the sauce ingredients and pour over the steak, 
stir until the sauce thickens. 

7. Serve hot.
